(lving vader Gods pun: 2ihing band) were offended, 
and queſtionleſſe much 4liſ juierred , As not being 
able well tocndure to haue their wounds ſcarched to 
the botrome. A man thar delt plainely with them, 
and told them, thar ſuch,or ſuch an affii tion which 
they lay under, came from God , and that for their 
{inne,and that the bet remedy was to ſearch out the 
evill, to repent and belecue : A man (I ſay) that 
dealethus with them , was accounted little better 

then 4 enemie, tho" hee told them the Truth. T his(ſay, 
they)will roo much diſquiet the conſcience, for they, 


are harſh poſitions, and worſe concluſions, 
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To be caſed of the afli&ion, they were very wil- 
ling, bur toforſake their ſinnes, or to * role away the 


* Ioſh.7.13- accurſed thing (as Covetouſneſle, Pride, Infidelitie, 


&c.) they would not willingly yeetd unto;although 
ſometimes they were compelled ro confeſle thar 
that was the cauſe. 

Well, for their better fatiſta&ion, they ſought(as 
it appeares) after ſome ſweet-tongued Chaplaine, 
and ſmeothing Zedechiah,that would ſowe pillowes 
to their elbowes, and tcl! them that they need not 
trouble themſclues to ſearch out any cauſe inthem- 
ſelues, foraſmuch as thoſe Indgements they lay un- 
der,were not brought vpon them! for their ſinnes,bur 
for ſome other cauſe beft knowne to the Lord. 

Art length they mett with one Mr. Norrize(a 
Prieſt of that Countrey) unto whom ( as hee con- 
feflerh)they made their moane,deſiring him to take 
their condition into his conſideration, and to lay 
downe ſome giounds to ſatisfie their troubled Con- 
ſciences:To this requeſt he willingly hearkened,and 
anſwered them according to their owne hearts. Hee 
told them tho' God deprived them of promiſed fa- 
vours, and laid upon them threatned judgements, it 
was not for their {jnnes, but for fome orher cauſe: 
T bey needed not therefore to trouble themfelnes to 
ſearch too inuch , whether they had any plague is 
their owne hearty,or not, that was to ſearch or a canſc 
where there was none.” Nay, hee tells them that they 
may pray as well as ary, and their prayers quallified 
a$ the Scriptures require, and yet mifſe of thoſe 
things they pray for, delivering for the confirmats- 
on of the fame, certaine Arguments, which gave 


good - 
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content to divers that hoped to be freed from 

5s judgements, and-yet to retaine their finnes 
ſill, Hee cured by this meanes divers, but (I darc 
ſay) itwas but as the Propher faith, ſlightly : which 
kind of cures prooves oftentimes excceding dange- 
rous : The latter end of ſuch, proving worſe than their 
beginning. 

ow 'tis true thofe arguments he ſent to me, 1n- 
treating me (as in my other Epiftle to the Reader I
